REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Another year has passed and we herewith submit the 
following report: 

Six schools of thirty-one weeks each have been main- 
tained with the exception of North Road School, which 
your committee deemed advisable to close for the winter 
term, there being but three pupils in the immediate 
vicinity. . Arrangements were made for the Wheeler 
children to attend the school at South Pittsfield, within 
a mile of their home, and the other pupils in the district 
were conveyed to the Center. This arrangement has given, 
we believe, general satisfaction and. has also proved a 
saving of expense. 

Superintendent Adams ae latad his work at the close 
of the spring term. Since then, it has been our endeavor 
to continue the same system of study, and in this, we 
have been aided by the co-operation of experienced 
teachers, several of whom have been retained the entire 
year. 

Pinte ae exercises. were held in I. O. O. F. hall June 
21, 1912, An. interesting program was presented to a 
large audience. Fifteen graduates were in the class and 
received diplomas from the chairman, in behalf of the 
school board. 

A new set of the latest geographies and other needed 
books have been purchased and placed in the schools. 
The children of the present day seem to be well favored 
with modern text books and plenty of supplies. 

In addition to minor repairs at the several school- 
houses, a new chimney with tile lining has been built 
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at New Rye, the old Papaney being found in an unsafe 
condition. | 

The enumeration of children: in the school district 
between the ages of five and sixteen years was given 
by the truant officer as eighty-two boys and forty-nine 
girls, a total of one hundred and thirty-one. ) 

There being an increase in the number of students 
attending high school, we recommend an appropriation 
of $500 for tuition. We also recommend the usual amount 
of $150 for books and supplies. 

We desire to express our deep appreciation of the 
interest in school work manifested by parents and friends 
whose visits were very welcome and of benefit to teacher 
and pupils. Encouragement of the children to be regular, 
punctual at school and obedient to the rules is a great 
aid to their advancement. Children well governed rarely; 
if ever, have any difficulty with teachers in the school- 
room. If the parents have the respect and obedience of 
their children, school life will not only be pleasant but 
will be a preparation for lives of usefulness and success.
